To  the  Chairman,  and.  Members  of  the  Mailing  R.D.C. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1939.  The  Report  is  much  later  than  in  previous  years  the 
delay  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Registrar  General's 
figures  were  not  available  until  the  beginning  of  this 
month. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Circular 
2067,  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  the  report  is 
confined  to  essential  matters  only.  This  applies  also  to 
the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  vital  statistics  continue  to  remain  satisfactory. 
The  death  rate  of  9.90  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
figure  of  12.1  per  1,000  population  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  birth  rate  of  14.64  is  slightly  lower  than  the 
corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.  Eighty- eight  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notified  as  compared  with  sixty  for  the  previous  year. 
Scarlet  fever  notifications  also  showed  a  slight  increase. 

No  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  these  diseases. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimates  of  the  population 
are  given  as  follows 

(a)  30,740  for  the  calculation  of  birth  rates. 

(b)  32,380  for  calculation  of  death  rates  or  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  following  details  of  the 

sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  my  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1939. 

Present  conditions  make  it  difficult  to  submit  the 
usual  full  report  upon  the  statutory  and  other  activities  of 
the  Department,  I  have,  therefore,  endeavoured  to  be  as 
concise  as  possible  and  to  give  details  only  of  the  more 

important  sections  of  the  work. 

It  Is  unnecessary  for  me  to  add  that  both  my  own  time 
and  that  of  my  staff  has  been  fully  occupied  throughout  the 
year.  A  great  many  difficulties  have  been  met  and  overcome. 
Extra  work  has  been  placed  on  all  concerned  which  has 
involved  long  and  continuous  hours  of  duty.  Throughout  the 
year  air  raid  precautions  and  the  re-organisation  of  the 
fire  services  occupied  a  major  portion  of  my  time.  In 
September  the  scheme  for  the  evacuation  of  London  school 
children  was  put  into  operation.  This  raised  a  great  many 
problems  vitally  affecting  public  health.  Many  inspections 
were  carried  out  to  ensure  that  no  over-crowding  occurred 
and  that  conditions  generally  were  satisfactory. 

SECTION  G . 

Water.  No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been  utilised.  The 
extension  of  the  mains  have  taken  place  in  the  parishes  of 
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Off ham,  Ditton,  Aylesford  and  Snodland,  a  total  of  1,107 

yds  of  three  Inch  main  being  laid.

Samples,  etc.,  Four  samples  of  the  mains  supply  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  Company’s 
Analyst  also  carried  out  routine  examinations.  In  no  case 
was  the  water  reported  upon  unfavourably. 

Six  samples  of  we 11  ’water  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst.  In  four  cases  unfavourable  reports  were  received 
and  the  mains  supply  was  made  available  to  the  houses 
concerned. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  alterations  of  importance  have  been  made  with 
reference  to  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  parishes 
within  the  area.  The  proposed  schemes  at  Aylesford  and 
Wateringbury  have  been  postponed  for  the  duration  of  the 
War.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  pumps  at  Aylesford  are 
very  old  and  that  constant  care  is  required  to  keep  them 
in  efficient  working  order  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  no  serious  breakdown  has  occurred  throughout  the  year. 

Repairs  to  sewers  have  been  effected  as  and  when 
found  necessary.  At  Snodland  part  of  the  sewer  was  relaid 
and  several  manholes  were  reconstructed.,

The  electrically  controlled  centrifugal  pumps  have 
given  no  trouble  what soever  during  the  year  .  .  . 
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Rivers  and.  Streams. 

Steps  taken  to  guard,  against  pollution  included 
inspection  of  streams,  the  testing  of  drainage  schemes,  and 
the  submission  of  samples  of  water  for  analysis  for  evidence 
of  pollution.  In  three  cases  informal  notices  were  served 
on  the  owners  concerned  where  pollution  existed.  In 
addition  to  this  a  complaint  was  received' with  reference 
to  the  pollution  of  a  stream  at  Intermittent  intervals. 

Investigations  were  made  and  it  was  found  that  an  impure 

:  '  ,  , 

effluent  from  a  large  institution  was  being  allowed  to 
discharge  into  the  stream.  Representations  were  at  once 
made  to  the  Authorities  concerned  but  although  the 
nuisance  was  abated  for  a  space  it  recurred  from  time  to 
time.  This  position  was  unsat isf actory  and  it  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  responsible  official.  It  was  found 
that  certain  works  were  necessary  and  these  were  due  to 
commence  early  In  1940.  When  these  works  are  completed 
it  is  hoped  that  no  further  cause  for  complaint  will  arise. 

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  The  collection 

service  has  continued  to  work  efficiently  throughout  the 
year.  Wo  new  changes  have  been  made  in  the  methods  of 
collec  t  ion..  .  .  .....

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying.  Delivery  of  a  new  Dennis  850 
gallon  cesspool  emptier  was  taken  In  July.  There  is 
sufficient  work  for  both  emptiers  and  It  has  meant  that 
overtime  has  been  cut  down  to  a  minimum.

Smoke  Abatement.

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are  large  industrial 
plants  within  the  district  comparatively  few  complaints  were 
received  as  to  the  emission  of  smoke  from  the  chimneys. 
Informal  action  was  taken  in  one  case  against  an  occupier  of 
a  factory  but  the  other  complaints  investigated  were  found 
to  be  groundless.  -■  • 


Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug.. 

Twelve  houses,  of  which  four  were  Council  houses  were 
disinfested  during  the  year,  by  means  of  spraying  with 
"Zaldicide”.  This  method  proved  efficient  and  no  case  of 
re-infestation  was  brought  to  my  notice. 

Hats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919.  Fifteen 
complaints  were  dealt  with  under  the  Act  and  in  cases  of 
serious  infestation  rat  poison  was  supplied  to  the  occupiers. 
Careful  attention  was  given  to  e.ach  complaint  and  every 
effort  was  made  to  assist  in"the  extermination  of  the  vermin. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  routine  steps  as  set 
out  in  my  report  for  1938,  are  taken  at  the  Council's  refuse 
dumps  to  prevent  rat  infestation. 

Section  D.  Housing. 

There  is  little  of  importance  to  report  in  regard  to 
housing  as  during  the  year  the  position  has  not  been 
materially  affected.  The  statistics  are  omitted  as  directed 
in  Circular  1961.  Altogether  48V  inspections  were  carried, 
out  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  and  174  houses 
were  rendered  fit  in  consequence  of  informal  action.  Fifteen

formal  notices  were  served  under  these  Acts  and  the  owners 

carried  out  the  necessary  repairs. 

During  the  year  18  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council 

and  156  by  private  enterprise. 

Section  E .  * .  ■ 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  One  hundred  and  seventy  five 
inspections  were  made  of  farms  and  dairies  within  the  area. 
The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  majority  of  the  premises 

is  satisfactory. 
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No  samples  of  non- designated  milk  were  submitted  for 

#*■ 

bacterial  content,  whilst  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  arranges  for  the  collection  and  submission  of  milk 
for  the  tubercle  bacilli  test. 

No  formal  notices  were  served  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926,  and  in  three  cases  sheds  were  re-conditioned  by 
reason  of  informal  action.  At  the  end  of  the  year  85  premises 
were  registered. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936  &  1938. 
Eighteen  producers  were  registered  for  the  production  of 
"Accredited"  Milk  and  one  for  "Tuberculin  Tested".  During 
the  year  fift %  one  samples  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Laboratory,  and  of  these  ten  failed  to  satisfy  the  Methylene 
Blue  tost.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  unsatisfactory 
reports  were  received  from  four  producers  the  positioii  is 
satisfactory.  In  my  report  for  1938,  I  mentioned  the  case 
of  a  producer  from  whom  consecutive  bad  reports  wore 
received.  This  producer  failed  to  renew  his  licence  and  his 
name  has  been  removed  from  the  register  of  accredited 
producers. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Poods.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  regional  slaughtering  scheme 
came  into  operation,  the  necessity  for  routine  visits  to 
slaughter  houses  ceased  to  exist.
